We are 
tween combinations seeking to main- 
tain monopoly, on the one hand, and 
the operation of economic law on 
the other. There has been a marked 
reduction in the wholesale price of 
commodities that enter into the cost 
of living, but that has not gone as 
far as it should go, due to combi- 
nations such as have n disclosed 
by the investigations of the Lock- 
wood committee in New York and 
by the recent pleas of guilty in 
prosecutions for such combinations. 

The retail dealers have been stub- 
born in attempting to hold up re- 


tail prices and to resist the normal 


and reasonable reduction in them in 
view of the fall in wholesale prices. 
This is doubtless due, in some de- 
gree to the losses which retail deal- 
ers have had to sustain by reason of 
the high wholesale prices which 
they had to pay when they laid in 
their stocks. But this is not sufficient 
fully to explain the failure of retail 
prices to follow wholesale prices. 


ARTIFICIAL FORCE AT WORK. 


There is reasonable ground to be-~ 
lieve that some artificial force is at 
work of a sinister character to keep 
up prices, in the form of local com- 
binations. ‘Phere is a similar at- 
tempt, open and above board, on the 
part of the labor unions to matin- 
tain war prices after the reason 
for such prices has disappeared. The 
theofy of some labor leaders has 
been that if they could only get the 
prices up, for any reason, they could 
maintain them permanently by the 
combination and without regard to 
the disappearance of the special 
causes. Certainly they have been 
able to retard the operation of the 
law of supply and demand. The num- 
ber of the unemployed, who are 
anxiously waiting for an opportunity 


to work has reached into the mill- 
ions; but the prestige of the labor 


unions and the loyalty of many of 
the unemployed to the principle of 
the labor unions have for the time 
being prevented the operation of 
normal economic forces. 
GROWING WEAKER. 


But the resistance tg growing 
weaker, the tendency of wages and 
prices downward are manifest, the 
whole country is waiting for a re- 
sumption of business and the péo- 
ple know that the chief cause for 
delay is the failure of dealers in 
essential commodities, wholesale and 
retail, on the one hand, and wage 
workers on the other reasonably to 
defer to the inevitable requirement 
of inescapable facts. 

Labor unions are performing their 
proper function in resisting exces- 
sive cuts in wages and in seeking 
to delay reductions out of propor- 
tion to the fall in the cost of living. 
It does seem the height of folly, 
however, for carpenters and others 
of the builders’ trade, to seek ta 
maintain the very high wages which 
they have secured on the plea that 
house rent, that important item in 
the cost of living, does not go down, 
when the high wages which they 
seek to maintain are the chief cause 
for the paralysis in the building of 
much needed apartments and smal! 
houses, ,

CONOMIC RESTORATION. 
Germany's final acceptance of the eco- 
nomic provisions of the Versailles Treaty 
is of equal importance with her agreement 
to put into effect the military and political 
pledges. One-half the entire treaty con- 
sists of economic guarantees; and Ger- 
many’s unconditional agreement to observe 
them clears the way for a resumption of 


commercial, financial and industrial rela- 
tions among the peoples lately at war. 


During the two and a half years that 
have elapsed since the armistice was signed 
private and associations in the United 
States have extended commercial and in- 
dustrial credits to European customers to- 
taling more than $5,000,000,000. But the 
security has seldom been satisfactory hy 
reason of the uncertainty concerning the 
resumption of economic relations. 

There was always the menace of a new 
Buropean war. The German government 
was plainiy sparring for time, while it 
sought to make some kind of alliance with 
other European states that would enable 
it to repudiate its signature to the treaty. 
It was not a question of the willingness of 
European firms to pay, but of their ability 
to meet obligations contracted in good faith. 
The constitutions of nearly all the newly 
created republics contained Socialistic fea- 
tures and the spirit of repudiation was rife 
among the peoples. Always the danger 
threatened that our own industries would 
become involved in the financial and in- 
dustrial collapse that marked in Europe 
the close of the war. 

Germany's unwillingness to carry ont her 
pledges encouraged demagogues in the 
smaller states to hold out the hope that 
they, too, might ‘avoid payment of their 
debts. Europe was drained of its gold and 


undermined her credits, but actually 
stroyed them. The moral collapse was even 


more deadly to industry than the material 


losses occasioned by the war.

It has 
drivemp more than one country to a condi- 
tion of-mimery that threatens actual ex- 
tinction of Populations, but there is not a 
single instance on record in which the eco- 
nomic condition of a people has been 
strengthened or otherwise improved by the 
interference of government in industry.

_pailles Treaty there can be no government 


repudiation of just debts; each government 
is to respect the property rights of 
foreign investors and to subject them to no 
unjust discrimination, and there are a num- 
ber of provisions which tend to limit and 
restrict governmenta! interference in busi- 
ness and {ndustry. 

Bolshevism has been driven back within 
the borders of soviet Russia and the men-

in the economic restoration of France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Belgium and Poland.

A manufac- 
turer who intrusts the products of his fac- 
tory to a vessel to some foreign port 
an ad te pledge that the car- 
go will be by some anarchist or 
Communist group as soon as it arrives at 
its destipation. A condition of stability has 
been established in Western and Central 
Burope which removes the menace of con- 
fiscation. The peoples themselves have had 
most of their bellicose passions starved and 
ffozen out of them. Moral stability has be 
gun to be re-established; and this, too, ts 
an absolute essential te financial security. 

This country possesses three-fifths of the 
gold supply of the world. The condition 
alone forces the resumption of trade with 
the European peoples on a credit and ex- 
change basis. The details of such a sys- 
tem have already been worked out by those 
who are at the head of the Foreign Finance 
Corporation. Its debentures are now of- 


fered for sale and The Times trusts that 


@ sufficient amount of capital will be sub- 
scribed to enable the corporation to func- 
tion on a billion-dollar basis. 

Either we must stimulate the European 
market for American products or we must 
produce less. Cutting down production 
means increasing the number of the unem- 
ployed. It will surely lead to industrial 
stagnation and business depression. The 
time has passed when this country can 
maintain a policy of either political or eco- 
nomic isolation without passing into deca- 
dence.

THE MILLER AND THE. FARMER. 

One of the most unreasonable misconcep 
tions of fact is that entertained by many, 
but not all, grain growers that the miller 
is in favor of low prices for wheat. Nobody 
is so vitally interested in good prices, satis- 
factory, profitable prices for wheat as the 
man who has invested his money in an ex- 
lant for converting wheat into 
@ farmer who grows wheat can 
devote his acres to the production of some- 
thing else if raising wheat becomes less 
profitable than other crops. He has an al- 
ternative when wheat farming becomes un- 
profitable. Not so the miller. He has on 
his hands a useless piece of machinéry 
when there is no more wheat to grind. 

This fact of itself ought to impress the 
farmer that the identity of interest between 
him es a grain grower and the man who 
brings his wheat to grind into flour, even if 
he did not know the further fact that the 
American miller has been the means of his 
receiving a good many cents more a bushel 
for his grain than if the entire surplus of 
the wheat crop were sent abroad unground 
to meet its price level in the markets of the 
werld.—[ Minneapolis Tribune.
